The recent sensational escapade 
of the Mail in publishing the se- 
cret proceedings of the grand jury, 
which it roust have procured from 
goflM-indiacraet jaror, can bacdly 
be allowed to pass without com- 
tnent. The facts of the case to 
which It alludes were ftiUy set 
forth in these columns during the 
recent campaign, and refer to a 
sum of noney left with a Norton- 
ville man to be handed to the Re- 
publican precinct committeeman 
to be used for legitimate campaign 
purposes, which money was neither 
delivered nor returned.

Four weeks ago The Bee pub- 
liahed in its editorial columns a 
statement of the total output ol the 
mines of Hopkins county, which 
are classed as"commercial mines," 
those shipping coal by rail from 
the mines. The Ggures then pub 
lishad were from tha iacaipiate 
returns to the State Inspector of 
Mines, Mr. C. J. Norwood. We 
are now able to pcaaeat tbe full 
and official report of Hopkin's 
county's output from Commercial 
miaat gradag fer tha yaar 1896. 
This oonnlete report differs not 
materially in its total from the first 
stati'ir:e:it, but gives all details of 
coal output and coke production. 

The money brought into this 
county by the sale of the product of 
these Commercial mines conaider- 
ably exceeded a half millioa dollars 
for 1896. ' 

The following interesting com- 
parison with tbe County's tobacco 
crop made bf Thb Bbb ii hara 
reproduced: 

Half a millioa of dollars ia aa oC year 
from Ibo ooal iadoalriaa olliopafaM eoaaiy 
la aot a aaMll Ibiag lor tho ooaatr. aad 
yet there are Ibosa oagsgad in other pur- 
suits, wbo devote mnch of their time to 
cassing" Ibe coal companies 
la addition to the value produced by tbe 
coal abipped, there ia to be conaidered tbe 
tonnage told locally aad oaod ia oukiog 
tieaa aad heel at tho arfaaa. 

Beaidet tbia, too. Is tho predaet of tbe 
varioot tmsU eooolry baakt that do aol 
ship coal, and hence do ool come in tbe 
class of "commercial mines," for which the 
above fii^urts are made 

Tbe next most important product of 
HopUaa coant? ia tbe tobacco crop. This 
crop wat ooly at>out a ball crop last year, 
or in the neightMrliood of 4.000,000 poandt 
or leas. The average price for Ibit crop 
is four cents or less, which price It tome- 
whai umler tbe average for a ten year pe- 
riod. Tbua tbe 4.000,000 poandt of tiM 
preteot crop at four coals a poood aaoaata 
to a total vniM tor Ibo entp of f id3,ooo. 
A.fall crop woald bo aboat doablo Ibia 
figure. 

In 1896, an off year for both coat and 
toharco. the coal product waa worth more 
Ihan three times as OHHb lagbO eooaly aa 

Ibe tobacco crop. 

Hopkins is the first county in the 
State to farniih tbe inspector com- 
plete retumt for the year, and Mr. 
Norwood expreasee bit apptagta- 

tion in his letter to The B». 

This county produces about ont- 
fourth the coal output of the State. 
The coke statistics are those of the 
St. Bernard Coal Company who 
operate Ihe only ovaaa ia the 
county.

Miss Miller,a teacher ol wide experience, 
for aome years principal ^ the pnblic 
nekool la Barllagtoa, aad who was promi- 
itasalaaeMKia XaaaasCUyaad else- 
wbara aad over a dairolad Christian worker, 
at from this place to Japan two yoara 
ago as a missionary (eacher. She sailed 
from San Francisco in December 1H94, and 
was joined a( Honolulu by Mi<..s Scult, of 
Louis<'il1e, who was a relative of Mon Al- 
bert S. Willis, deceased, (hen our Minis(er 
to Hawaii, aad the two proceeded together 
oa their, labor .of hwo to Japaa. . Later, 
Miaa Hoatatiar loM o wad to bar oM work. 
Tbe mission ia aaallaobod and was satab- 
lisbed by Rev. Atblll who is remembered 
by many of our people from liis visit and 
lecture here on (he Japani-se and mission 
work in 1B94. Missrs Scott and ilu.stet(er 
bad t>cen in (be work before and were re- 
tnrning from a visit borne whoa Miss Mil- 
lar waat to Japan . 

Miss Miller wss greatly ialerealed hi

The Yotsuya Charity School was un- 
dertaken for the benrht of children who 
are not aljle to pay even the small fee re- 
quired ol iIlosi' who allcnd llie Tokyo City 
schools It was tte^un some four years 
ago in Taoi macbi, Yotsuya ward, Ibis be- 
ing one of (be mos( pover(y strichoa and 
squalid dislricts in (be Ci(y. Tani macbi 
means "valley street" and (bis Taai macbi 
IS low in many senses Its people gather 
rags, deal m cist-ofi clothing, second-hand 
wares and Ihe like, make cigarettes, and 
sbi(t (or their exis(ence in ways known only 
lo the poorest of the poor aad lowest of 
Iba kwt uibea of oar race. MSsv of tham 
rsatlbeirbeda eight by nigbl Satf ratern 
Ihem every momiag,and others pawn their 
clothes and household wares almost daily 
for food Their children wander about 
tbe streets in filthy rags and in ignorance. 
Their unfortuDate condition appealed es- 
pecially to Misses Scott aad Hosteller, by 
whom tbe school waa oommaoccd. A boase 
waa rMled ia tha midst of Iba vaUSy, a 
Japaasas laaebar sraa amoloyad, a lew 
children were oolieetod, aao tlie work was 
began in thia sauU way. GradSally it 
grew, more (earbers were employed, (he 
Dumtier of pupils increased to over one 
hundred and (be school act^uired tbe repu- 
tadoa of being (be best mission of its Und 
n Tokyo. In this first stage of Iba aater- 
prise it was msaagad bv MiaaaBSoott aad 
Hosie((er, being snstaiaod by faads col- 
lected ia America by Rev. W. X. AsbOl. 
L.aler. Miaa Hosteller having begaa a sim- 
ilar work in another ward. Miss Sco(( took 
(he sole care ol the Yotsuya work, which 
she sus(aioed by funds from America, and 
what she earned by leaching English. 
I>ariog Ibis second period a oommodions 
school boose was erected on a ridge alMve 
tbe valley in a moet desirable sitoatioo, and 
i( waa fell tba( an era of prosperity for Ihe 
school was l>egun. 

But this slate of things was (00 much 
for (be padence of (he Buddhists and they 
t>egan vigorous opposition (o the enter- 
prise. Reprosaatatioa was made (o (he 
school anlkiorilies that oar leaching does 
not maim j{Ood citizens of Japan, (be con- 
dnctors of (be school being foreigners, (ba( 
(here were children in attendance who 
should be in the public schools, as their 
parents were able to pay Ihe fees, etc. 
Accordingly, we were given ihe alternative 
of closing it or of making it a Government 
school. Bat, aa the Bmperor'a pietaros 
most receive daily diviae hoaors ia the 
pablic school, we tbon<ht it not good to go 
nader Governmeal regnlstions. So after 
a damaging delay, we reopened it as a night 
school, calling tlie children logether just 
after Ihe close of the daily aessioos o( Ibe 
public schools and l<ee|iing Ibam lOgStbor 
(ill seven in (be evening. 

Al Ibis nabappy iaa^nra I took charge 
of the work, ft was in some ras p e cts Ufce 
a new beginning.

Building Ordinance. 
Tk* City Council 0/ the City 0/ Earl- 
ingfOM, Ky. , do ordain as follows: 

(1) That no dwelling, store- 
house, outhouse, shed or other 
house of any descriptioa,sxcapt the 
same be built of brick, atone, iron 
or cement, shall be either erected 
upon, removed to or placed upon 
any ground embraced within the 
boundry or territory within the 
city of Earlington named in the 
second section of this ordinance. 

(2) The fire limits of the city of 
Earlington shall include all the 
territory included in the following 
botmdaries: Beginning at the in- 
tersection of Railroad and Clark 
streets, thence easterly with Clark 
street to its intersection with Rob 
inson street, thence southerly with 
Robinson street to its intersection 
with Farrcn avenue, thence west- 
erly with Farren avenue to Itf in- 
tersection with Sebree avenue, 
thence northerly with Sebree ave- 
noe to its intersection with Main 
street and thence in the same di- 
rection to the point of intersection 
with Clark street (if Sebree avenue 
and Clark street should be ex- 
tended through that portion of the 
city west of the railroad and north 
of Main street occupied by the 
L. & N. shops, tracks and other 
properties) thence easterly in a 
line parallel with Main street to 
the beginning, comprising the four 
squares which center at the point 
of intersection of Maio aod Rail- 
road streets. 

(3) The City Council, upon pe- 
tition filed before them, may grant 
to any person or persons, corpora- 
tions or companies permission to 
erect any building of wood upon 
any lot within said boundary by a 
two-third vote of the City Council, 
upon a yea and nav vote, and re- 
corded on the miuute book of the 
Council. 

(4) Should any person, corpora- 
tion or company, whether owner 
of bouse or occupant, erect or 
cause to be erected, remove to or 

place upon any of the lots of 
ground embraced within the 
boundary, as described in the sec- 
ond section of this ordinance, any 
house or building prohibited by 
this ordinance, the person or per- 
sons, so offending, shall be fined 
ten dollars for each day the same 
shall remain within the limits of 
the aforesaid boundary, to be re- 
covered as other fines. 

(5) The petition for permission 
to erect buildings of a character 
difierent from those named in the 
first section shall state the ma 
teiial to be used, the size of the 
proposed building and the distance 
from the buildings within one hun 
dred feet of the building to be 
erected.
